Better student housing 
demanded

Several McGill students are 
launching a vigorous campaign 
this week to demand that the 
administration take more steps to 
provide cheap housing for stud- 
ents. - 

The students have formed a 
preliminary committee called 
"Students • for More Housing". 
Representatives of this committee 
"plan to meet today with Dr. John 
Southin, head of the Senate 
committee on housing, to present 
their case on how they think 
McGill can refurnish old houses 
around the campus and rent them 
out to students. Committee mem- 
bers also plan to present a brief to 
the Senate committee on housing 
outlining their proposals. 

The students' main argument is' 
that instead of tearing down old 
buildings, the administration 
should renovate them and use 
them to house students, according 
to Annie Krasker, leader of the 
group. 

The administration, she says, 
should take advantage of recent 
amendments to the National 
Housing Act. These amendments, 
passed in August, of last year, 
-provide a "tremendous scope" for 
developing student housing in the 
way the committee advocates, 
Krasker said. 

Krasker said that immediate 
reaction from the administration 
to the group's proposals was 
"favourable", but that Dean of 
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Students S need Mirza was reluc- 
tant to support the plans because 
he feared McGill would lose too 
much money. 

"But if the administration took 
full advantage of the government's 
new legislation on housing, this 
would not be the case," she said. 

The Students for More Housing 
Committee is an offshoot of Save 
Montreal, an organization aimed at 
stemming the wave of destruction 
presently taking place in dow.n- 
town Montreal. It is one of many 
"pockets of resistance" being 
co-ordinated by the 'umbrella 
organization. 

Krasker emphasises the need 
for student support in their bid to 
make cheap housing a reality for 
students attending McGill next 
year. She said members of the 



committee will distribute pamph- 
lets around campus to publicize 
their cause. They also hope to hold 
a press conference in the near 
future and open an office in the 
Union building. 

Krasker said that if the 
administration fails to accept more 
responsibility for housing stu- 
dents, "McGill will attract fewer 
foreign students and fewer stu- 
dents from outside Montreal." As 
a result, much of the remaining 
spirit at the university will be lost. 

As of yet the Student Housing 
Committee is in the preliminary 
stages of its campaign, but it plans 
to take swift action to ensure there 
is no student housing shortage 
next year. Anyone interested in

Women still face 
discrimination in business

Sylva M. Gelbcr's voice became 
increasingly tense as she talked 
about discrimination against 
women in business, "The serious- 
ness of the situation hasnot yet hit 
you," she told a capacity audience 
at the Windsor Hotel last night. 

Ms. -Gelber, Director of' the 
Women's Bureau in thç Depart- 
ment of Labour, Ottawa, stated 
that at the present time there are 
over three million working women 
in the Canadian labour force. More 
than half of these women are 
married, maintaining homes and 
families. They are forced to carry 
on in the labour force, she- said, 
because they have no economic 
alternatives. 

.Ay contention," she said, "is 
that since society gives her no 
other alternatives society has no 
right to tell her what to do. Let's 
forget the argument of whether 
she should or shouldn't work, the 
fact is she" has to." 
Gelber said that she has to." 
Gelber said that she believed 
that today more than any time in 
history women have the opportu- 



nity to decide how they will spend 
the rest of their lives. She 
attributed this in great part to the 
introduction of the pill. 

"Women are now masters of their 
own destinies and no longer slaves 
to nature," she said. "The pill has 
made it possible for women to free 
in society." 

In looking at the position of 
women once in the labour force, 
Gelber found grounds to criticize 
the hang-ups of society. "The vast 
majority of women are clustered 
together in so-called female 
occupations," she said. 

"You don't see many at 
executive or managerial levels. 
This is a consequence of what I call 
the grand methodology, ' that 
women are not educated, are 
emotional, often sick, and only 
working until they marry." 

Gelber expressed deep concern 
about the access and waste of 
human resources in a country of 
only twenty-two million. "With all 
the opportunities in front of us we 
take one third of our labour force 
and push them in a corner while 
trying to develop this great land 



with only two thirds of the labour 
force." 

But she was quick to say that we 
are moving .towards a better 
attitude, although very slowly. At 
the present time there arc nine 
provinces with legislation prohibi- 
ting discrimination against sex. 
Gelber pointed out however, that 
there are still many ways to close 
the . door on a candidate if it's a 
woman. She said isex discrimina- 
tion is still a very difficult thing to 
prove. 

Gelber cited progress for 
women in all jobs. "Technology is 
changing the jobs that can be 
available * to women. It has 
replaced those areas where there 
were limitations because of physio- 
logical differences," she said. 

Gelber said that any change in 
women's position in the economy 
must be brought about by the 
public She suggested that if 
women feel they are not being 
given the opportunity to fulfill 
their potential in society, then 
they should approach their 
government representative.

The McGill, Day Care Co-oper- 
ative (MDCC) is searching for a 
home. As soon as a suitable loca- 
tion is found, the MDCC will apply 
to the Quebec government for a 
permit, according to Robin Fine- 
smith, a co-op representative. The 
MDCC would then become an 
incorporated body. 

The financial status of the 
MDCC has remained unresolved 
since last November's Judicial 
Committee decision, many parents 
have placed their children in other 
day care centres. "The parents of 
young children couldn't wait 
forever for the co operative to 
begin," she said. 

Many of the professional staff 
members that were to have 
worked for the MDCC have gone 
to work at Indoor Park, a child 



Society fees to the MDCC. 

But the Students' Society, 
executive challenged the resolu- 
tions of the open meeting. They 
did not hold this check-off system 
for all students and withheld all 
the money collected. The Judicial 
Committee was asked to rule on 
the executive'snctions. They were 
to decide whether a new check-off 
system of fees should be held, and 
whether the money withheld by 
the executive should be given to 
the MDCC. The case was subse- 
quently dismissed on the techni- 
cality of incorporation. 

Paul Drager, chairman of the 
Students' Council, said yesterday 
that no funds are presently 
available for the MDCC. He said 
this was due to the financial state 
of the Society. "Any funds will 
have to come out of the money put 
aside for next year's operating

James Goldman's The Lion in 
Winter, being performed through 
Sunday by Players' Club, is both 
entertaining and delightful. Both 
words are commonplace in drama- 
tic criticism, but then they 
describe the play accurately, for 
the commonplace is at the heart of 
The Lion in Winter. 

The plot revolves around the 
love-hate relationship of Henry II 
and. his wife, Eleanor, both 
historical figures of twelfth cen- 
tury England. Henry's sons- 
John,.- Geoffrey, and Richard 
Lionhcart— and his mistress, 
Alais, also figure prominently in 
the action. 

Henry and Eleanor arè dynamic, 
but at the same time, troubled 
individuals who struggle With one 
another for psychological domin- 
ion. The question of which of 
Henry's sons will succeed him as 
king is a . major element of the 
struggle. ' Henry favours the 
foolish John, while Eleanor fav- 
ours the noble Richard. 

Beyond that, the plot, which 
undergoes extraordinary convolu- 
tions, is difficult to describe. 
Suffice it to say that it is a 



compound of soap-melodrama, 
masquerading as tragedy, and 
suburban New York humour, 
masquerading as comedy, all set, 
of course, in the historical 
framework. The play ends predic- 
tably in frustration and destruc- 
tion, but with a dose of jejune 
optimism — something about the 
Resurrection and life eternal. 

It is tempting to dismiss the 
play as simple-minded, as the 
product of one, who because he can 
reproduce the malicious repartee 
of a cocktail party, believes he can~ 
write good drama.. But to do so 
-would be to recognize only the 
acsthctician's objection and to fail 
to rccognizo the truly pernicious 
quality of the play. - 

The author portrays a world in 
which nothing rules but blind 
savagery, cynicism, and petty 
jealousy. As a description of 
modern bourgeois culture, this is 
fine. But by setting his description 
in twelfth century -England, the 
author would have us believe that 
his portrait is more, that it is valid, 
in fact, for all seasons. How 
purblind the author whose sense of 



history is bracketed by his birth 
and death. 

It is no contradiction, however, 
to say that the Players' _Club 
production as production is very 
good, and this for three reasons. 
First, the play is relatively simple 
to stage. Second, the set, lighting, 
and particularly the costumes, are 
well-done. .And third, ' all the 
actresses and actors are' compet- 
ent, if not excellent. 

Ian Clark, as Geoffrey, is one of 
the most professional of the group. 
His voice, gestures, and movement 
arc subtle and well-controlled. 
Alan Fawcett, as Henry, has a 
voice which is clean and powerful, 
■and he has substantial stage 
presence. 

But no matter how good the 
production, it still ' remains a 
production of one of the most' 
egregious examples of contempor- 
ary theatre— "The Lion in Win- 
ter." Good acting and good 
direction can never transcend a . 
fundamentally inferior text.

- Give workers some credit 
To the editor: 

I would like to point out an 
obvious error which appeared in 
the article by David Suffrin 
entitled "The Bolsheviks killed 
Communism" (McGill Daily, Feb- 
ruary 13.) In the article Suffrin 
states that according to Marxist 
ideology, it is necessary for the 
intellectuals to awaken the work- 
ers themselves are* helpless. 
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fact, he makes the statement "Any 
well-read Marxist will know what 
the masses, throughout history, do 
not, on their own, know the 
shortcomings of their own condi- 
tion." This ..is absolutely false. 
Marx was convinced of the 
revolutionary potential of the 
working class. This is a central 
theme of the "Communist Mani- 
festo" and is prevalent through his 
other works as well. In the preface 
to -the- English edition of 1888 of 
the "Communist Manifesto" En- 
gels states, "...our notion, from the 
very beginning, was that the 
emancipation of the working class 
must be the work of the working 
class itself." And in the "Circular 



letter to the leaders of the German 
Social Democratic Party" Marx 
states, "...The emancipation of the 
working classes must be encour- 
aged by the working classes 
themselves. We cannot therefore 
co-operate with people, who openly 
state that the workers are too 
uneducated to emancipate them- 
selves and must be, freed from 
above..." 

Thus, it is obvious from such an 
error, as well as from the purely 
superficial connection which is 
made between the peasant of 
czarist Russia and the Soviet 
worker of today that Suffrin is 
trying to simplify the issue of 
Russian desscntion by fitting into 



his simple formula arguments 
which he uses as support, but 
which arc gross inaccuracies.

Increased repression spurs 
change in South Africa 




! of apartheid 
moves cannot

Balthazar Vorster is a very 
Afrikaner. The iron-fisted 
prime minister and leader of the ruling 
National party in South Africa has called an 
early general election to crush all opposition 
to his government and to ensure that he 
remains in power, unhindered, for the rest 
of the decade. 

The one-time Nazi sympathizer and 
former Minister of Justice has also' 
introduced drastic legislation to further 
control dissident groups in the country and 
to strengthen his police state. 
Vorster's dramatic moves come after a 
of political uncertainty in white-ruled 

aimed at 

protectingthe apa em of the white 

minority. But si 
is inevitable, Vorster's 
succeed. 

Leaders of the Afrikaner-backed National 
party became openly alarmed recently 
when opinion polls revealed that the official 
opposition, the United party, was gaining 
unprecedented support not only from 
English South Africans, but from Afrikan- 
ers as well. 

For the first time in 25 years the United 
party, led by Sir De Villiers Graaff, was 
posing a potential threat to the supremacy 
of the* "Nats". Vorster quickly called 
national elections— a year early— before 
this threat could become effective; On April 
24 hb foresight will pay-off. 

But at this stage in South Africa it makes 
very little difference whether the ruling 
party is Nationalist" or United. Their 
policies arc practically indistinguishable 
and both are highly repressive. 

Black repression continues 

The Nationalist party continues to carry/ 
out its ruthless plan of apartheid — the 
country's 15 million blacks arc supposed to 
be "resettled"- in self-governing "African 
homelands" in compliance with a philosophy 
of separate racial development. 




The 10 "homelands" or Bantustans set 
aside by the whites for this purpose are for 
the . most part economic wastelands, 
totalling only 13 per cent of South Africa's 
land area. Reports come out of these 
dumping grounds daily, detailing rampant 
poverty, disease, starvation, and misery. 

far almost seven million Africans have 
been resettled in the Bantustans. The rest 
live mostly in the urban areas of the 
country, where they are economically 
exploited to keep the white economy 
flourishing. - 

These urban workers have no social, 
political, or economic rights whatsoever, 
and live in bleak townships outside of white 
areas. They are continually harassed by 
white police— 12.75 million prosecutions 
have been handed down under the hated 
Pass laws over the past decade— and as 
soon as they become economically useless 
they arc forced to leave the urban areas. 
The United party's platform agrees with 



most of thé Nationalist policies. It 
advocates a federation of racial communit- 
ies rather than independent "homelands", 
which if anything is slightly less 
hypocritical, since white South Africans 
could never survive if all the Africans lived 
in independent, self governing homelands. 
This is the irony of the apartheid system. 
Tho.UP's major offering in the 1965 general 
elections was national television, something 
the Nats have continually refused to give 
South Africans. 

Whites fear inevitable change 
Vorster- will play on the fears of white 
South Africans in the upcoming elections. 
He will emphasize, as he has in the past, the 
need to safeguard South Africa from the 
"advancement of -international commun- 
ism." He will cite his two new repressive 
measures: the Riotous Assemblies bill, 
which gives new provisions for banning 
even lawful meetings; and the Affected 
Organization bill, which can prevent any 
- "political" organization from receiving 
foreign funds; as further examples of how 
ell he can protect white interests in South 
Africa. 

Most white South Africans will be quick 
to support this strong stance, for they are 
scared— and well they should be. They 
finally realize that revolutionary change is 
coming to South Africa. 

A black proletcriat is gaining solidarity : 
the urban areas — last, year in defiance o] 
anti-strike laws, 60,000 Zulus went on strike 
in Natal, winning increased wages and 
better working conditions. As a result of 
this show of strength, other blacks are 
realizing the potential power they hold and 
are beginning to form black trade unions. 
They realize that without black labour, the 
white South African economy would be 
crippled. 

This new trend among the black workers 
in South Africa will play an important role 
in the overthrow of white domination in the 



one 



country. Organized together in 
powerful group, their actions could resist all 
the repressive measures Vorster could 
wage against them. 
In the Bantustans many Africans are also 
S banding together to resist the government. 
This rural proletariat is rejecting calls from 
their traditional.tribal leaders to accept the 
concept of independent homelands. 

For years tribal leaders such as Chief 
Gatsha Buthelezi of the Zulu, Paramount 
Chief Kaiser Matanzima of the Transkei, 
and Chief Lucas Mangope of the Tswana 
have been .bickering with the white regime 
for more land for their homelands. Their 
reluctance to reject the irrational concept of 
Bantustans and demand revolutionary 
changes has lost them support from their 
own people. The new underground groups 
arc also gaining strength and will play a 
decisive role in the upcoming change. 

Guerrilla movements scare whites 
Another event over the past year which 
has frightened many white South Africans 
has been the growth and successes of 
guerrilla movements in Zimbabwe (Rhode- 
sia), Mozambique, Angola, and Namibia. 
Although the actions of these liberation 
organizations have not yet affected South 
Africa itself, they pose a long term threat to 
white domination in the country. 
Realizing this, Vorster has sent troops to 
rder areas to combat liberation forces, 
outh African troops have crossed borders 
into Zambia and other black nations in 
search of guerrillas. 

Vorster and his Nationalist party will 
continue to protect their capitalist interests 
through the system of. apartheid by 
increased repression of the African 
majority. But the die is already cast in 
South Africa, and if anything these 
measures will spur the oncoming revolu- 
tion. 

Vorster's determination can only result in 
his demise.

Many sections of ike commercial press have been using the 
kidnapping of Patricia Hearst, daughter of American magnate 
Randolph Hearst, as an excuse for an alarmist and often racist 
propaganda attack against "terrorism. " The press, however, 
plays its role of supporting the status quo by failing to place acts 
of political violence in their proper context — that of the history 
of oppression suffered by ethnic minorities and others in the 
Ùnited States. 

The Symbionese Liberation Army [SLA], which kidnapped 
Patricia Hearst, has brought to the forefront the plight of poor 
and oppressed people in the U.S.A. Their political manifesto, 
winch is reprinted below, outlines their political basis and goals, 
and should help to dispell the media's attempt to portray them as 
nothing but a group of criminals. 

A short look at the history of the Hearst family and its role in 
making America what it is today is in order. 

The Hearsts made their first fortunes stealing-land from the 
native peoples of North Carolina, Missouri, and the American 
south-west in the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries, and 
played a leading role in the U.S. wars to annex Mexican lands. 

The Hearst family used its vast control over the American 
press to help precipitate the Spanish-American war, a key step 
in extending U.S. control over the Caribbean ùnd Latin 
■' America. In the early 1900'sit was the Hearst publications that 
fomented pro-fascist movements in the United States, and later ^ 
supported Hitler and the Nazis. Hearst papers have continually 
supported the U.S. role in Indochina and Nixon and his policies. 

! This is the empire against which the SLA has directed its 
attack. 




J. he Symbionese Federation
